PLAN PROTEST 
TO COUNCIL ON 
NEW LIGHTING 


Members of the board of direc­ 
tors of the Gettysburg Travel 
Council and Retail Merchants As­ 
sociation are planning to meet 
with borough council at its meet­ 
ing Monday evening at the engine 
house, to protest the placing of a 
mercury-vapor "White Way” sys­ 
tem in the borough. 
A "statem ent of our position" 
adopted by the boards of directors 
of both the Travel Council and 
Retail Merchants Association F ri­ 
day afternoon at separate m eet­ 
ings held in the Hotel Gettysburg 
praises borough council for seek­ 
ing to improve the lighting sys­ 
tem in the center of the town, 
and holds that "we believe that 
council has the best intentions in 
the world in this m atter" but 
holds 
that 
"installation 
of an 
extremenly modern lighting sys­ 
tem would be a detriment to the 
community." 
The statement notes that the 
system planned by council and 
the Metropolitan Edison Co. is, 
"as a lighting system, a scientifi­ 
cally designed" ideal, but that 
Gettysburg, because it is a tourist 
center, must seek to "present a 
quaint. 
Civil 
War-type im pres­ 
sion" if it is to continue to enjoy 
the tourist business it now has. 
In Competition 
According 
to 
the 
statem ent, 
borough council has asked that 
the town be bypassed and "so we 
must attract tourists from the by­ 
pass." In addition, according to 
the statement, "the town is in 
competition with all other tourist 
centers in the world.” 
The officials in their statem ent 
hold that the community, if it 
seeks to "provide a quaint ap- 
jpearance," can attract tourists to 
j visit is as well as the battlefield 
I proper.

The 
I modern lighting system, it was 
held, would destroy any attem pt 
to present an illusion of the Civil 
War era in the town. 
The manner in which property 
values in other sections of the

LIBRARY SEEKS 
OVER $4,000 IN 
GIFTS IN 1959 


The board of directors of the 
Adams County Free Library' re­ 
elected officers for another year 
but spent most of its February 
meeting Friday evening on fi­ 
nancial problems. 
The directors approved a $22,- 
500 budget, an increase of about 
$1,000 over last year's financing, 
but to get the budget to balance 
had to count on more than $4,000 j 
in gifts. 
Whether the money will come 
from 
borough 
councils, 
school; 
boards, industries, businesses, or­ 
ganizations or individuals, the di­ 
rectors agreed that it must be 
found if present library services 
are to be maintained. 
Get Less From Chest 
Last summer the library had to 
omit the lack of funds the "li­ 
brary curb service" that its book­ 
mobile had provided in the sum­ 
m er of 1957 to a half dozen coun­ 
ty towns. Directors were reluct- 
that the library will get several 
service further this year although 
reducing the number of 
hours 
the main library can be kept open 
was up for consideration. 
The 
1959 financial picture is 
complicated further by the fact 
that the libraarya will get several 
hundred dollars less from Commu­ 
nity Chest than was anticipated. 
The Chest has told 
members it 
can pay only 88 per cent of its 
anticipated amount this year. That 
will give the library $3,520 instead 
of the expected $4,000. 
An appeal is to tie mad* to 
school 
districts 
throughout 
the 
county for increased grants to the 
library. Those who are not con­ 
tributing at the rate of 25 cents 
per pupil will be urged to bring 
it up that level. The 25 cents per 
pupil rate was recommended by 
the 1957 county school directors’ 
convention 
as 
the 
minimum 
amount 
for school district* to 
mark for county library use. 
Lest For New Book* 
The sum allotted for new books 
is $5,000 in the new budget, a drop 
of several hundred dollars from 
last year's spending. There is a 
five per cent increase for salaries, 
voted after a year's postponement. 
Provision is made in the budget 
for paying an extra $500 on th* li­ 
brary mortgage in 1959 Last year 
the library paid $1,100 in inter-
